Nosahogan of Waterbury Leads the
State 800 Members and $30,000 in
Treasury. . - , -

Nosahogan lodge. No. 21, I. O. O. P.,
of Waterbury, is the largest lodge of
Odd Fellows in Connecticut, and it is
the third largest in the world. On the
rosters of the lodge 800 names are
now enrolled and more applications
for membership are being filed at ev-
ery meeting. It is probably the rich-
est lodge in the country, as it has
over $30,000 in the treasury. It is
one of the largest supporters of the
Odd Fellows home.at Oroton, contrib-
uting large sums annually for its
maintenance. ,

Nosahogan 'lodge was instituted in
Waterburv July 1. 1846, by Grand Mas-

ter John L. Devotion. The lodge was
composed of charter members who had
withdrawn cards from Ousatonic lodge.
No. 6. of Birmingham. A meeting w as
held the same evening and ten candi-
dates were elected, eight of whom pre-

sented themselves for initiation, later
receiving the first degrees of the order.
Thus Nosahogan lodge. No. 21. began
its battle with life with thirteen mem
bers, little dreaming of the great fu-
ture that was in store for it.

Ever since that date good fortune
has smiled upon Nosahogan lodge and
it has increased annually till at the
present time there are over 800 mem-
bers in active standing. The muster
roll, however contains the names of
nearly 1.500 who have been admitted
to membership by initiation and card.
A number of these have been lost by
suspension, withdrawal, death or ex-

pulsion.
On the roster of the lodge are in-

cluded representatives of nearly every
known profession. trade or calling.
Representatives of Nosahogan are on
manv of the city boards. The lodge
has also been honored seven or eight
times bv the elevation of one of the
members to the office of mayor, the 'la-

tent being Mayor .William B. Hotch-kis- s.

State Taxes Skipped.
'Minnesota is the first in the United

States to find that there is so much
money in the state treasury that there
will p-- s no need of making a call for
slate taxes another year. The tstate
li mm ii .i has a surplus of about J4.000.-r- 0,

much of which has come through
the courts in the readjustment of for-
est land deals, and inheritance taxation
lias piled up a good many dollars. It
is" said to be legal to skip a year of
taxation and maltJ use of the funds on
fcand to pay state bills. There is not
uanfh reserve to make the procedure
permanent, but there is no teliing w'iat
reav happen in such a thrifty state.
That couid hardly happ?n in a state

'where the forests "had been cut off and
the land sett:ed for farms, but the
states which have cut down the for-
ests and u"ed th lands for more profit-
able purpose have mora wealth with
which to pay the taxes assessed in the
regular way. With settlement pro-
gressing all the time, it is hardly prob-
able that another state will ever reach
a condition in which It will not have
to collect funds for a year to pay the
Mils of government. If Minnesota were

ettled a Massachusetts is. there
would be no such d?pending on the
sales of woodlands products to pay the
general taxes. Worcester Telegram.

Comfort for Users of Tires.
' Owners of automobiles are finding

the incerasing prices of tires burden-
some.
